Wife, Jailed for- Perjury, 


New York, May 22.—Mae C. Wood, 


wtiose suit for an absolute divorce 
from United States Senator Thomas C. 
Platt of New York baa boon on trial 
in the supreme court bere for several 
duya, "was committed to the Tombs 
prison alter Justice O'Goriuan had dis- 
missed the complaint in her action 
and ordered her held in $5,000 bail on 
a charge of perjury.

She admitted that Senator Plnrt never 
supported her, and when asked by tho 
court if sho did not consider It tho 
duty of a husband to support his wifo 
she replied:

never asked him to." 


Senator Platt's counsel thon n£ain 


moved for a dismisflal of tho com- 
plaint. It was forthwith prnnted by 
Justice O'Gorman, who In, ronclorlng 
his decision said: 


"I cannot credit the plaintiff's, ovl- 


dence as to the allessd marrlac;e( and 
the testimony as U imures&es the court 
is that this is a most wicked dostgn 
to support a false and fictitious claim 
by forgery and perjury." 


Forthwith Justice O'Gorman orderod 


|Mlss Wood committed to the Tombs 
on the oiiarge of perjury, fixing bail at 
95,000. She was obviously stitKRorod 
by the sudden turn of affnirs and the 
shock caused by the oni or of arrest 
which the cotirt made. Sho quickly re- 
gained her composure, however and 
by the time she reached the city prison 
had resumed tlie air o! confidence 
which she held practically throughout 
tbe trial. 


At the district attorney's office it 


was said that Miss Wood's caso would 
speedily presented to the Rrand jury 
and pressed for trial it an indictment 
was found.
